SUCCESS IN TRANSPLANTING TREES AND SHRUBS 


Success in transplanting trees and shrubs has its foundation 
in the care given them in the nursery. Our stock is trans- 
planted often to insure a fibrous root system close to the 
plant. The soil at our nursery is of a nature to encourage the 
formation of masses of fibrous roots. This makes for a healthy 
and vigorous plant or tree which, when transplanted from 
our nursery to your garden has with it the root system to 
reestablish it with a minimum degree of shock or setback. 

All evergreens are carefully dug with a solid ball of soil 
which is wrapped with burlap and properly tied to prevent 
breaking. The rich humus soil in our nurseries is especially 
adapted to this method of handling, thus allowing the trans- 
planting of our evergreens at any time of year with the utmost 
safety. All plants and trees with roots balled in soil should be 
planted in their burlap, so as not to break the ball of earth. 
The top of burlap may be turned back or cut off after filling 
in around the ball with soil to allow water to enter the ball. 

Deciduous or leaf dropping ornamental trees, deciduous 
flowering shrubs, fruit and nut trees and roses are handled 


bare root when dormant (balled when they are in leaf). Because 
of our method of making a fibrous root system close to the 
plant or tree even large trees are moved with the greatest 
success and establish themselves rapidly in your garden. This 
class when handled bare root should have the packing material 


all removed and be planted with good soil firmed in with - 


water. If you are too late to buy them dormant we can supply 
most of this class growing in containers. In our soil, most 
varieties can be balled and burlapped even when in soft growth — 
in late spring and summer with entire safety. 


Note: Size alone does not indicate true value in plants, 
shrubs and trees. The only accurate way to evaluate is to see 
the quality of the stock. We quote only first class plants 
developed through scientific handling, including frequent _ 
transplanting and trimming to become specimens in their class.

To prevent “Peach Leaf Curl’, spray peach trees with 
“Peach Leaf Curl’’ Spray, first application in late October, 
second in late January and third in late February or before 
buds swell.

Prepare ground thoroughly, breaking sub-soil 
and mixing in well rotted manure, Malmo Or- 
ganic Fertilizer or Malmo High Grade Raw 
Bone Meal. Dig holes to a depth of 2 feet, and

large enough to accommodate roots when fully 
spread out and bury crown (lowest branch at 
graft) about 2 inches below surface of soil. If 
soil is sandy or light, mix in a heavy soil for 
best results, as roses prefer even heavy clay. 
Plant deep enough to allow a shallow depres- 
sion about the plant to hold water; fill in dirt 
slowly, shaking plants slightly. Fill soil well 
about the plant, and water thoroughly. Trim 
roses back to about 8 inches before planting. 


CULTURE AFTER PLANTING 


Water often and abundantly during growing 
season; never sprinkle foliage during the heat 
of the day or at night, which encourages mil- 
dew. Cultivate often, keeping the soil well 
loosened at all times. In early spring, before 
growth starts, again prune back well and take 
out all crowding branches and old and dead 
wood. Mix about a handful of Malmo Organic 
Fertilizer or Malmo High Grade Raw Bone Meal 
in the soil about the roots of every rose. Spray 
with a strong dormant spray in early spring 
just after pruning, and your rose plants will 
remain so much cleaner during the growing 
season.

HOW TO PLANT EVERGREENS 


Our Conifers and Broadleaved Evergreens have been fre- 
quently transplanted and will lift with a complete fibrous 
root system in a solid ball of earth. These balls of earth are 
all tightly wrapped in burlap. When planting, this burlap 
must be cut open at the top and folded down after the hole 
has been half filled with earth, If this is not done the water 
will run off the burlap and so prevent the plant from getting 
the needed moisture.

Tuberous Rooted Begonias 


The increasing popularity of Tuberous or Bulb Begonias is 
partially due to the high standard of development attained in 
the last few years, This exquisite class of flowers was first 
introduced about 1860 from the mountains of South America. 
It has taken 80 years of patient labor by hybridizers to bring 
the tuberous Begonias to their present state of perfection. 

Their requirements are comparatively simple. If the soil is 
heavy or hard, add plenty of leaf mold, peat moss or sand, or a 
mixture of all, so that the ground will be light and porous. 
Mix in.a sprinkling of bone meal.. Plant in a shaded spot, as 
in tree shade or on the north sidé of the house, and keep well 
watered, fine overhead sprinkling preferred. To prevent loss 
of bulbs when planted early or in cold or wet ground, start in 
peat in flats, set 3 inches apart, slightly covered. Keep uni- 
formly moist in warm. well-lighted place until 3 or 4 inches 
of growth develops, then plant in pots or in the garden as 


_ desired.
